The caucus wasn’t an hour old and the call 
of the roll of the Senate had not been com- 
pleted for the purpose of giving every Senator 
a chance to explain his ideas as to the best 
course to be pursued when Senator Henry H. 
Evans came out of the room and made his 
way to the hotel. Senator Evans declined to 
say anything as to the developments made in 
the caucus, but he said: 

“T will never vote for an F. M. B. A. man 
at the dictation of the three Representatives in 
the House. There is no reason why I should 
do any such thing, and I will never do 
so; 1 will vote for a Republican 
as long as any one else will, but not for a 
candidate forced on me by the F. M. B. A. 
party. The election of an F. M. B. A. man, 
such as Streeter or any of those named, would 
be a deathblow to the Republican party in 
Illinois, because this result, accomplished by 
Republicau votes, would make the Republican 
party responsible for the man and his actions 
in the Senate of the United States. It would 
be unwise; injudicious to do so, and for one I 
will not lend any aid to accomplish any such 
result. Let the Democrats do that if they 
want to, not the Republicans; and it never 
shall be done by my vote either.“ 

Mr. Evans made no secrecy as to his ideas, 
nor did he indulge in the customary caution- 
ary remark, Don't quote me in this,“ but he 
talked it right out in meeting and did not care 
who heard him, either.

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FROM THE EMPIRE STATE 
BANQUET OF THE eons oF NEW YORK 
AT THE PALMER HOUSE. 


Judge Anthony, Col. Me- 
Kenzie, Mrs. Potter Palmer, and Others 
Respond to Toastse—Banquet of the Bap- 
tist Social Union—Reception for Miss 


Huntington—Marriage of Miss Harriet 
Ely and Mr. Percy Whitehead—Other

Fully 500 men and women gathered in the 
large dining-hall of the Palmer House last 
night. They were all sons of New York by 
birth, but in feelings and sympathies as 
thorough Chicagoans as if to the manner born. 
The occasion of the assemblage was the sec- 
ond annual banguet of this society, and right 
royally was it éhjoyed, 

In the east end of the dining-room an ele- 
vated table had been raised, at which sat the 
officers of the society, Mayor Cregier, Presi- 
dent of the association, had the center seat, 
the two Vice-Presidents, Solomon Thatcher 
Jr. and Lyman J. Gage, being at his right and 
left. The others who occupied seats of honor 
were Mrs. Cregier, Judges Anthony, Horton, 
and Scales, Col. McKenzie, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hlijah Stone, L. D. Thoman, George H. Har- 
low, Mrs. Thatcher, Mr. and Mrs. P. Stude- 
baker, Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Wood, Gen. I. N. 
Stiles, the Hon. Charles E. Leonard, Mrs. O. 
F. Malcolm, and Mrs. E. M. Pheips. 

There were no decorations in the hall, the 
room being almost severe in its plainness, but 
at each plate was placed a tiny button-hole 
bouquet, composed of acarnation with a back- 
ground of daiuty ferns, These, in connection 
with the brilliant costumes of the ladies, tend- 
ed to lighten up the surroundimgs. 7 

The menu was printed on white paper. The 
name of the society in raised gold letters orna- 
mented the first page and on the back was an 
engraving of the Half Moon, the vessel on 
board of which Henry Hudson entered New 
York Bay. 
Welcoming the Guests, 

Immediately after the coffee had been 
reached Mayor Cregier took the floor for the 
purpose of welcoming the guests. 

Our name shows that we are natives of 
another State, he said, but we are proud to 
de citizens of our common country. Affec- 
tion is an inherent. attribute of human nature, 
and ‘Home, Sweet Home,’ strikes a respon- 
sive chordin évery human breast. There is 
none of us but thinks with love of the dear 
old Empire State, of the sleigh-rides and 
straw-rides that we enjoyed there years ago. 
We love. Chicago, but still bear for our old 
home all the affection that is due to 
it. You, ladies and gentlemen, have 
every reason to be proud of the 
State of your nativity, and Chicago is justly 
proud of her immigrants from New York, be- 
cause they constitute an important factor in 
its population. I am informed that there are 
40,000 New. Yorkers now resident in Chicago. 
This is a large number, and, if I am to judge 
of their intelligence and respectability by the 
hundreds who are gathered before me, I can 
only say that the State of our birth will never 
have reason to feel ashamed of us.”’ 


Lyman J. Gage was next called upon to re- 


spond to the toast, The World's Columbian 
Exposition of 1893.“ In a few brief sen- 
tences he sketched the history of the Fair 
from its inception, through the hard fight 
in Washington, where Chicago came out vic- 
tor in a tight against many antagonists, and 
then went on further to discuss the present 
status of the Exposition, with all its needs and 
hopes. He took’ Occasion to administer a 
hard rap to certain Congressman who just 
now are endeavoring to hamper the World's 
Fair and throw ébstacles in the way of the 
men who are conducting it. His words were 
frequently applauded, and as he took his seat 
there was a burst of applause that showed 
conclusively that the local Sons of New York 
do not sympathize with the efforts of some of 
their Eastern brothers. 
In the Wars of the Nation. 

Following Mr. Gage .came Judge Elliott 
Authony, who spoke on The Sons of New 
York in the Wars of the Nation.“ In an in- 
teresting paper he described the discovery of 
America and the settlement of New York by 
the Dutch under Hendrik Hudson. He de- 
scribed all the battles in which New-Yorkers 
have taken part. from Colonial days clear up 
to the Civil War. In closing he said: 

“‘Whithersoever the sons of the pld Empire 
State shall wander to Southern or Western 
climes they will send back their hearts to the 
hills and valleys, the streams, the lakes, and 
rivers of their native State, and, pausing, will 
bestow a blessing upon all those whom they 
have left behind. Here is to our great father- 
land and the dear old homes that we left in 
our youth-time, which softens the picture, 
will forever hallow the spot on which we were 
born, and the teachings of our youth will go 
down with the Scriptures.“ 

Then followed an interesting talk by Mes- 
dames Potter Palmer and Solomon Thatcher 
Jr., the former expatiating on the good 
qualities of Illinois, While the latter devoted 
her time to bringing out the strong points of 
Chicago. Both ladies showed themselves pos- 
sessed of excellent oratorical ability. 

Irus Coy discussed “New York in the 
West,” Judge Horton made an interesting ad- 
dress on the “Bar and Judiciary of New 
York,” and Col. James A. McKenzie spoke 
briefly on The Allegience of the Citizen to 
the State and Nation.“ 

All in all, the second annual banquet of the 
Sons of New York was far more successful 
than their first entertainment, and it is 
promised that the gathering of next year will 
totally eclipse the pleasant affair of last night.

WAS ROACH MURDERED ? 


HIS FRIENDS AND RELATIVES CLAIM 
THAT HE WAS KILLED, 


Deputy Coroner Monaghan Says His Death 


Was from Alcoholism—A Verdict Was 
Prepared to That Effect, but One Juror 
Would Not Sign It—UWe Said He Saw 
a Seuffle Near the Place Where the 
Body Was Found. 

Was young Lawrence T. Roach of No. 3542 


| Wallace street murdered or did he die of al- 


coholism? | 

No less an authority than Deputy Coroner 
James L. Monaghan says it was alcoholism; 
the police back him up in the statement. The 
relatives of the dead man, however, maintain 
that the young man met with foul play, and so 
evident was it at the inquest that a little 
further investigation was necessary that one 
of the jurors refused to sign the Coroner’s 
verdict. The inquest was in many ways a re- 
markable one, especially in the way it showed 
how thoroughly the Coroner’s work is done. 

Within the last few months the district with- 


in a radius of half a mile of the Thirty-fifth 


Street Station has been infested with a gang 
of robbers second to none in the vity. Night 
after night brawis and robberies have oc- 


curred, The former were noisy, the latter 


bold. Between the two species of disorder 
the neighborhood has been terrorized. One 
of the noisy crowd was young Roach. Roach 
was about 24 years old, worked at the Stock- 
Yards, and drank considerably. Not long ago 
he got into a quarrel with the crowd, and 
later, when they were all at Thirty-seventh 
street and Parnell avenue, Roach is said to 
have fired ashot at one of the party. It was 
claimed that he aimed at a man named Cos- 
tello, his enemy. 
Gillen Sawa Scuffle. 


Whether or not the firing of this shot ten 
days ago led to his death is not known. Last 
Saturday night Roach left home about 10 
o’clock and went to a saloon at Thirty-sev- 
enth street and Parnell avenue, where he re- 
mained with a number of companions till 11 
o’clock. Between the saloon and the house of 
James Gillen on Thirty-seventh street are sev- 
eral vacant lots. About 1:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning Gillen was awakened by the noise of 
shuffling feet on the wooden sidewalk. ‘Look- 
ing out of a window he saw four men scuffling 
with a fifth. They were talking, but in a low 
tone of voice, while their feet made a great 
clatter. He heard a woman’s voice cry: 
Don't, don’t, don’t!” and then saw 
one of the men fall into the vacant lot while 
the others went off. Gillen thought it was a 
drunken quarrel and went to bed. In the 
morning he learned that Roach had been 
found dead in the vacant lot 100 feet back of 
the spot where he from his window had seen a 
man fall. 

He talked about this circumstance to John 
Crowley, the undertaker who had charge of 
the body, and Crowley told him that there 
had been a discoloration on Roach’s neck, but 
it had disappeared when the embalming-fluid 
was injected. The skin of his left side, Crow- 
ley also said, was all black and there were 
other marks on his body. 

The Inquest, } 

It so happened at the inquest Monday at the 
Roach home that James Gillen and his son 
Terence, a young lawyer, were impaneled 
on the jury. Withthem were two. detectives 
from the Thirty-fifth Street Station and two un- 
knowns. Deputy ly ap 4 began to question 
witnesses with a view to showing that young 
Roach had been a drunkard. Mrs. Roach was 
examined, and so were the people who had 
found the body. Then Dr. Hektoen, who per- 
formed the post-mortem examination, told his 
story. He thought death might have resulted

A Bill to Allow Asylum Inmates to Write 
and Receive Letters. 
SrRinGrrexp, III., Feb. 10.—Senator Noonan 
introduced in the Senate this morning a bill 
to allow persons confined in insane asylums 
the privilege of a correspondence with their 
friends. The bill was prepared by Mrs.

NEW USURY BILL FOR NEBRASKA, 


The Judiciary Committee Agrees on a 
Comparatively Moderate Measure. 

LIxcolx, Neb., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—The 
House Judiciary Committee has had along 
tussle with the various bills on the usury ques- 
tion and today reported a new bill. This bill 
is aimed as a substitute for all the usury bills 
heretofore introduced. It provides that it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm, cor- 
poration, or association to charge, con- 
tract for, or receive, either directly 
or indirectly, whether in person or 
by agent, any greater rate of 
interest than $10 per year upon $100 upon any 
loan. Or if any person, firm, corporation, or 
association for the pur of ev ing the pro- 
visions of this act shall discount any notes or 
other negotiable paper for the purpose of se- 
curing a greater rate of interest than is pro- 
vided for, such transactions shall be unlawful, 
but the notes shall not be declared void. It is 
further provided that every person, firm, cor- 
poration, or association violating an of the 
provisions of the act shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and u conviction shall be 
fined in any sum not less than $100 and not 
more than $1,000. 

It is also provided that every person, firm, 
corporation, or association that charges, con- 
tracts for, or receives a greater rate of inter- 
est than $10 per year upon $100 sifall be liable 
to the borrower or Coe pare aggrieved in a 
civil action commenc at any time within 
five years after the payment of such interest 
for five times the amcuntof the whole inter- 
est charged, contracted „or received, with 
costs of suit.

Does Mr. Brice mean to say that the great 
mind of Mr. Cleveland can take in but one 
subject at a time and that he must absorb 
that thoroughly before his intellect can tackle 
another? There are some men who can have 
and express ideas about two or more subjects 
at the same time—a person is a pretty thin 
statesman who cannot—but according to Mr. 
Brice Cleveland is not one of them. As an 
anaconda, having swallowed a deer, must 
spend some time in meditation before it can 
swallow another, so Mr. Cleveland swallowed 
“tariff reform a few years ago, and until he 
has digested it he cannot begin to lunch on 
the silver quetion. 

But whether Mr. Brice is poking fun at Mr. 
Cleveland or is earnestly trying to befriend 
him he fails to define his own position on the 
stumptail silver question. As Mr. Brice is a 
big enough man to bestride two States he 
ought to have a mind big enough to hold more 
than one idea at once. Instead of spending 
time in explainmg away his dual citizenship 
he ought to state to an anxious public whether 
he is a bimetallist or a silver monometallist— 
whether heis for dollars with 100 cents in 
them or for dollars with only 80 or a smaller 
number. Mr. Brice is supposed popularly to 
know something about dollars. By cominon 
consent the dollar mark has been given him 
to designate his middle name. Why does he 
not speak out then, and say what his position 
is on the question of the day? What Mr. 
Cleveland thinks is not a matter of much con- 
sequence, for he has no influence in politics. 
But Mr. Brice claims to be a Senator-elect 
from Ohio, and expects to vote on legislation 
brought before the Senate. Therefore it is of 
some slight interest to know what he thinks. 

Judging from some of Mr. Brice’s remarks 
he has not thought about the subject at all. 
He says “‘ Mr. Cleveland does not wish to stir 
| up a discussion about anything except the 
tariff. Is Mr. Brice ignorant of the fact that 
discussion can be stirred up without Mr. 
Cleveland, and that avery lively discussion 
has been stirrea up about. stumptail silver, 
which has crowded Mr. Cleveland’s venerable 
“tariff reform issue out of sight?

SIR JOHN MACDONALD’S ADDRESS. 
The address issued by Sir John Macdonald, 
the Canadian Premier, to the electors of the 
Dominion is a mixture of sophistry, misstate- 
ment, and demagogism. He vaunts his al- 
legiance to the British crown, parades the 
great advantages which Canada enjoys under 


its protecting «gis, and warns the electors of 


the dangers, which lurk behind any union with 
this country. This old Tory is a native of 
Scotland. Prior to the union his country was 
poor as a church mouse. When union was 
agreed upon and the commercial barriers 
were térn down Scotland began to prosper 
materially and to increase in population. 
Originally considerably less than Ireland, it 
now has as many people. Such were the re- 
sults of union. Similar causes produce similar 
effects. Thesame prosperity would inure to 
Canada from a broad-gauge measure of unre- 
stricted reciprocity between it and the United 
States. 

Sir John says: With my utmost strength, 
with my latest breath, will I oppose the veiled 
treason which attempts by sordid means and 
mercenary proffers to lure our people from 
their allegiance.” This is nonsense. No 
scheme of reciprocity which the United States 
might accept can be confirmed without the 
consent of Great Britain, for Canada has not 
the treaty-making power. There can be no 
disloyalty in one party towards avother when 
it does acertain thing with the other party’s 
consent. If Canada asks permission of En- 
gland to establish unrestricted reciprocity 
with the United States and England gives its 
consent, where is there any disloyalty in the 
act? 

Another point made by Sir John is that 
unrestricted reciprocity would be a discrimina- 
tion against England. This, too, is nonsense. 
At present Canada has an equal tariff as 
against the United States, Great Britain, and 
the rest of the world, though somewhat lower 
than the tariff of the United States. Notwith- 
standing the Canadian tariff on British goods 
ehtering Canadian ports and the American 
tariff on British goods entering our ports, 
these goods do come in and would continue 
coming even if the tariff. barriers between 
Canada and the United States were thrown 
down, In the formulating of a union tariff it 
would be necessary to harmonize the Cana- 
dian and American tariffs ether by raising the 
former till it equaled the American one or by 
raising it a little and lowering the latter some- 
what. The next House will be Democratic. 
The Senate, with its Farmers Alliance men, its 
Democrats, and representatives for States 
like Kansas and Nebraska, would be likely to 
lower the tariff to what it was before the Mc- 
Kinley bill, and thus Congress may be ex- 
pected to approximate the two tariffs. If the 
American tariff is lower it will give a better 
chance for the importation of English goods. 
Again, the fence being down, the trade of 
Canada with us will increase enormously and 
will jump to at least a hundred millions. 
Canada Will produce more, sell more, and get 
more money, and thus will be able to buy 
more British goods. So far as the commer- 
cial interests of Great Britain are concerned, 
they will be benefited by unrestricted reci- 
provity between Canada and the United States, 
because the purchasing power of Canada will 
be increased. Reciprocity cannot lessen but 
will rather increase the sales of British goods 
to Canada, 

The sophistry of Sir John’s address again is 
shown by his making no reference to any reci- 
procity policy of hisown. Evidently he has 
read Secretary Blaine’s letters and realizes 
that there is no further use for it, and that he 
cannot fool the electors with the old-fashioned, 
jug-handled 1854 reciprocity under which Can- 
ada got so much the best of us during the life 
of that treaty. Since then it has had the ad- 
vantage of half free trade, because its produc- 
tions have been taxed only half the average of 
the American tariff. It held that advantage 
until the passage of the McKinley bill, which 
puts Canadian products on the same footing 
as those of the rest of the world. 

Sir John closes his flamboyant address with 
these words: 


I commend these issues to your determination 
and to the judgment of the whole people of Can- 
ada with an unclouded confidence that you will 
proclaim tothe world your resolve to show your- 
selves not unworthy of the proud distinction you 
enjoy of being numbered among the most dutiful 
and loyal subjects of our beloved Queen. As for 
A British subject 1 
was born, 4 British subject I will die. With my 
utmost strongth, with my latest, breath will I op- 
pose the veiled treason which attempts, by sor- 
did means and mercenary proffers, to lure our 
people from their allegiance. During my long 
public service of nearly half a century I have been 
true to my country and its best interests, and I 
appeal with equal cunfidence to the men who have 
intrusted me in the past and to the young hope of 
the country, with whom rests its destinies for the 
future, to give me their united and strenuous aid 
in this my last effort for the unity of the empire 
= 22 preservation of our commercial and po- 

tie 


To this there need be but one answer from 
this side of the line. If the Canadians think 
like Sir John and are determined to hang to the 
skirts of Great Britain, if they, Americans on 
American soil, are so devoted to England that 
they cannot give up this childish pleasure oftag- 
ging after a crown, then let them continue on 
their present course and let things remain as 
they are. There is no yearning for Canadian 
annexation this side of the line. The United 
States can wait until the commercial relations 
of the Canadians with us have convinced them 
by hard experience of the necessity of com- 
mercial union, with all that it may imply. 

JOHN C. NEW NOT THE MAN FOR THE 

TREASURY. 

It is difficult to believe that there is any 
truth in the rumors telegraphed from Wash- 
ington that the President has offered to John 
C. New, now Consul-General at London, the 
Secretaryship of the Treasury, made vacant 
by the death of Mr. Windom. 

One reason for doubting the correctness of 
this teported offer is that Mr. New has not the 
necessary qualifications for so imporiant a 


old law partner as his Attorney-General and 


legal adviser was natural enough and excited | 


no comment. But to take another Secretary 
from a State already one would be 
contrary to all the precedents, and therefore 
unwise. Besides, Mr. New has now an hon- 
orable position and one which from a finan- 
cial point of view is about the “fattest take 
in the gift of Mr. Harrison. 


It is reasonably safe to assume, then, that 
the President will not choose Mr. New to fill | 


the Windom vacancy, but will look elsewhere 
for a successor. In that case perhaps the best 
man whom he can select is an Illinoisan— 
Congressman Cannon. He has had long ex- 
perience in Government affairs. His mem- 
bership of the Committee on Appropriations 
has given him valuable training. He isa 
safe, sound man who will not fly off ata tan- 
gent, and who will not be carried away by 
any of the financial delusions so prevalent 
just now. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD STEAL. 

It is reported from Washington that action 
is about to be taken by the Government 
against the Pacific railroad companies to re- 
cover large sums which have been unlawfully 
held back by them from the National Treas- 
ury. The Supreme Court has recently decided 
that under the Thurman act the net earnings 
of those lines must be ascertained by deduct- 
ing from the gross earnings only the operating 
expenses, necessary repairs made within the 
year, and interest on the first mortgage bonds. 
The companies have hitherto deducted in ad- 
dition all sums paid for improvements, 
betterments, and new equipments. These 
unlawful allowances have made a dif- 
ference of more than $2,000,000 for 
the Central Pacific and nearly 7. 000,000 
for the Union Pacific in the computed 
amount of net earnings since the passage of 
the Thurman act, which authorized the Gov- 
ernment to collect 25 per cent of the net earn- 
ings of the lines. According to this reckoning 
the Government of the United States has 
been ‘cheated out of about $2,250,000 by a 
fraudulent method of bookkeepirg at the 
same time that the people have been swindled 
by excessive charges for transportation serv- 
ice. 

The decision by the Supreme Court is in ac- 
cordance with the principles of justice as well 
as law. Betterments and improvements of a 
property, when paid for, are additions to the 
working capital of a company or corporation. 
They may be paid for out of nét earnings if so 
preferred, but the latter are not thereby re- 
duced—they are only used for a definite 
purpose. It is true the method of piling up 
capital out of the earnings and then alleging 
the latter to be small is not confined to the 
Pacific lines, but it is or has been resorted to 
only in cases where it was designed to hood- 
wink the publie into paying charges that are 
really extortionate or to stave off creditors. 
No honorable banker, merchant, or manu- 
facturer would stoop for a moment to the 
mean evasion by which the managers of the 
Pacific railroads have been swindling the 
Government ever since 1868, while chiseling 
the people by extortionate rates, and puttmg a 
drag on the development of commerce across 
the continent by levying on it extravagant 
tolls. It is strange that Congress, being fully 
aware of the existence of this outrage, should 
have allowed it to continue so long. 

The steal here exposed is only part of a sys- 
tem by which the managers of the Pacific lines 
have made themselves enormously rich at the 
expense of the Government and the people, and 
are now seeking to lessen the value of the prop- 
erty so that they can let it lapse as nearly worth- 
less as may be when they can hold on to it no 
longer. The Government should not only 
proceed to insist on a strict accounting of net 
earnings, but if there is to be no charge for 
the better take immediate steps to enforce its 
liens and take the rqads from out of the hands 
of the men who haveso grossly abused the 
trust committed to them. The lines should 
then be leased to parties who can fur- 
nish good and responsible guarantees 
that they will carry freight and pas- 
sengers at reasonable rates, giving a 
service that will aid in building up the inte- 
rior of the continent instead of not simply 
hindering it directly but furnishmg an ex- 
cuse to the managers of other lines to levy 
commercial blackmail upon the people. Per- 
haps it may be found possible to devise a sat- 
isfactory plan under which the roads cou Id be 
operated as well as owned by the Govern- 
ment, andifso it should be adopted. But 
whatever the outcome, the robbers who now 
control the Pacific lines ought to be deposed 
from their seats on the shoulders of the peo- 
ple, and made to release their clutch, which 
amounts to little short of commercial stran- 
gulation of the public in addition to being a 
gigantic steal from the National Treasury. 
The whole thing is so utterly and radically 
bad that any change could hardly fail to be 
for the better. 


THE CLAIM AGENTS’ EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 

The Senate has sent back the Claim Agents’ 
Labor bill to the Committee on Education 
and Labor, and thus for the time being at 
least the danger of. rushing it through blindly 
with no knowledge to what it applies, or how 
much it involves, has been avoided. Inquiry 
into its purposes will show that it is not a 
workingman’s bill. It will not improve upon 
acquaintance. It is the device of an unscru- 
pulous lobby of claim agents seeking to make 


another grab into the public treasury. The : 


bill proposes to pay certam navy-yard and 
other employés of ‘the Government for the 
time over eight hours daily spent by them on 
Government werk since June, 1868, when the 
eight-hour law was enacted. It will give 25 
per cent extra to these Government employés, 
„their assigns, and attorneys,” and will take 
$30,000,000 eut of the taxpayers, and yet it 
barely escaped passage at the hands of the 
Senate without any knowledge of the amount 
involved, and a desperate effort was made by 
the demagogues in that body, even after it 
had been recommitted, to reconsider, get the 
bill back, and force it through. 

It is a strong argument against this bill that 
the Governinent employés who are claimants 
under it understood what they were doing 
when they worked a certain number of hours 
for the Goverument, that they worked volun- 
tarily, and were satisfied with the hours and 
pay. It is a still stronger argument, however, 
that this bill did not originate with them, but

Spain and this Republic, and shows conclu- 
sively that the United States has been most 
rascally cheated.

demands that something be done. The first 
thing to do is to amend the tariff s ag to au- 
thorize the President to reimpose the present 
duty on sugar of $40 a ton, instead of 0 as 
the act reads, on those sugar-raising countries 
which refuse to make a fair reciprocity treaty 
with us. Why the hands of the President have 
been tied in retalidtion has never been satis- 
factorily explained, and, what is more, cannot 
be. It was a blunder or something worse. 
Spain will scoff at such retaliation. Reciproc- 
ity treaties should be made with Venezuela, 
Mexico, Colombia, Santo Domingo, and other 
Pan-American countries whith are disposed to 
trade fair. But Spain should not be coaxed, 
but let severely alone until Cuba kicks at 
being frozen out of our indispensable markets 

for her products. Then Spain will come to 
Washington hat in hand and coax the State 
Department for a reciprocity treaty embrac- 
ing all our terms and conditions. 


“The Tribune Purchased the Plant and 
Lease on the Day of the Fire. 

The statement in the Journal of Mr. J. W. Lari- 
more, city editor at the time of the fire, that certain 
employés of the Journal took possession of the 
Edwards Directory office on Canal street at 10:30 
a. m. Monday, Oct. 9, does no disprove the fact 
that an hour or two afterwards the editor of Tue 
TrIsuNngE found Mr. Edwards and bought the en- 
tire plant and tease without reservation, which 
left the employés of the Journal without a par- 
ticle of right there. 

Mr. Jeffery, an employé of the Journal, only 
claimed in his statement that he was “ bargain- 
ing for a lease, Mr. Edwards saying if his office 
did not burn up he would consider it leased to the 
Journal until he sold it.” When Mr. Jeffery re- 
turned, after searching for Mr. Charles L. Wil- 
son, he says truly that he found the editor of THE 
Tarnung had purchased the property, and 
„things looked blue for the Journal until the 
editor of Tas TRIBUNE consented to sell the Jour- 
nalaninterest in the plant and lease, thus en- 
abling it to get under shelter and issue a paper, 
the Journal having no rights in the office that 
would hold against THe Trisune’s purchase of 
it. That is the record of the matter. 

It is useless for the Journal to attempt to dis- 
regard its maral obligation to Tay Trisunp for 
the great favor conferred at that critical time, 
and the more it tries to do so the worse it is for 
the Journal. Asa mattorof fact the Journal had 
no office, no press, and no engine, and was glad to 
avail itself of the kindness of Tun Tunern on 
that occasion. 

As to the Rounds presses, the Journal hired 
them during the day and Taz Trisune hired 
them at night. 

The editor of Tam Tarom acknowledges that 
he was mistaken about the Baltimore Hoe press. 
It was ordered by telegraph, but on measurement 
was found too small to print thesize of sheet 
needed, and the order was countermanded. He 
had forgotten this wheu relating his experiences 
during the fire. The reason Taz Taro did not 
sooner set up a cylinder press of its own was that 
it was hoped for a fortnight after the fire that the 
building could be répaired and the west one of 
the eight-cylinder presses could be put in working 
order. This, however, proved to be impossible on 
account of the disintegration of the walls, and 
then it was decided to get a cylinder press from 
New York. From the day after the fife until the 
25th of October Tun TRIBUNE was printed on its 
own single cylinder press and a Rounds press. 
After the 25th of October, owing to tue delay in the 
atrival of its pressfrom New York, it hired the 
use at night of the Journal press for a couple of 
weeks, but from the day after the fire until the 
25th of October (the vital period) Tan TRI. 
UNE was printed on its own Taylor press (and 
the Journal also for some days), run by 
its own engine in the basement of ite rented build- 
ing, supplemented by one or two of the Rounds 
presses, on Jefferson street. During this period 
Tue TRIBUNE owed nothing to the Journal, and 
received no assistance from it. Tas Trrevyws 
could have gotten along without the four-cylinder 
press of the Journal, but it was mora convenient 
and speedy than its own one in use, and the edition 
could be printed on it in less time. As stated yes- 
terday, but for the kindness of Tun Tarsune 
towards the Journal the day of the fire in al- 
lowing it to occupy and use a part of the Edwards 
premises and printing material, which Tax TRW.

LIEUT, BRANCROFT’S EXPERIENCE oN 
THE ISLAND or JAVA. 


The Valley Strewn-with the Bones of Men 
and Beasts—A Dog Enters It and Dies 
Almost Instantly — No Explanation of 
the Source of the Fumes Known-—Statue 
of Columbus to Be Erected at Colum- 
bus, O.—Arrivals at the Hotels. 

“I visited ‘The Valley of Death’ when on 


| the Island of Java three months ago,” said | Bald 
Leon Brancroft when talking to a TM. 


Lieut. 
vnn reporter at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 
The Lieutenant is connected with her Majes- 
ty’s service in India, and registers from Cal- 
cutta. 

The place is called the Valley of Death,” 
explained the officer, “‘on account of the dead- 
ly fumes there. But the natives cannot ac 


“count for thé poisonous odors, nor has their 


presence ever been explained. The deadly 


place is about thirty-five feet below the sur- 


rounding ground, looks like a dry bed of a 
stream, and is about one mile in circumfer- 
ence. As I approached the place I noticed a 
suffocating smell, and was attacked with 
nausea and dizziness. A belt of this fetid at- 
mosphere surrounds the valley. I passed 
through it, and in purer air was permitted to 
view the awful spectacle, for it was awful. 
Before me I saw scattered all over the barren 
floor of the valley skeletons of men, wild 
hogs, deer, and all kinds of birds and small 
animals. The entire bed of the valley is one 
solid rock, and I could not discover a hole or 
crevice in any place from where the poisonous 
fumes came, The hills surrounding this deso- 
late strip are covered with vegetation, 
and although the neighbormg mountains 
are voleanic they do not emit sulphurous 
odors, or present any indication of a recent 
eruption, 

“There is no apparent cause for the strip 
of deadly fumes surrounding the Valley. After 
I passed through it I became boider and ap- 
proached the edge of the deadly place. I was 
anxious to reach the bottom of the valley if 
possible, but was afraid to make the attempt, 
as I had been warned to give the place a wide 
berth. I determined, however, to see what the 
fumes smelled like, and started to descend. 
My pet Irish terrier was with me, and as soon 
as — saw me step over the side of the bank 
he rushed down ‘ahead of me. I endeavored 
to call him back, but was too late. 1 soon 
as the little animal reached the rocky bed be- 
low he fell over on his side. He continued to 
breathe for ten minutes. I don’t believe I 
was ever nearer death’s door than I 
was at 0. Four or flve 
times I was * —— N to rush down 
to rescue him, but I subsequentl 
learned that such a move on my part — | 
have been certain death. For ten minutes I 
suffered the agony of seeing my dog die, and 
then turned and fled from the spot. While 
there I saw a bird fall a victim to the deadly 
fumes. It evidently intended to fly to the bot- 
tom of the valley, but before it reaghed the 

round it fell dead. I don’t believe xt lived 
a minute after entering the deadly atmos- 


phere. 

No one has yet been able to explain the 
cause of the fetid emanations from the earth, 
the natives say, and so many i have been 
sacrificed in attempting to explore the valley 
that they have determined to keep away from 
the spot forever.“

Overreached and Cheated at Every Turn— 
Reciprocity a Great Force in Reserve—

Spanish vessels had no return cargoes from 
Cuba to Europe when 90 per cent of the sugar 
went to the United States, and it was imprac- 
ticable for them to take freight to New York 
when there was a discrimination of 10 per 
cent against them there. In order to rescue 
its shippmg from these ruinous conditions 
Spain succeeded in entrapping the United 
States into a commercial agreement for the 
equalization of the flagsand the — of 
the discriminating duties on each side. 

In order to obtain admission for Cuban 
sugar into American ports under the Spanish 
flag it was 2 to offer compensating 
advan 1 or American shipping in Cuban 
ports. is was nominally done by the re- 
moval of discriminating flag duties. Ameri- 
can ships were placed on terms of equality 
with Spanish ships in Havana and other 
Cuban ports. But before this waa done 
measures were taken to neutralize this 
advantage by providing for a gradual 
reduction of the import duties on bread- 
stuffs and manufactures shipped from Spain. 
The “commercial ment was made on 
Feb. 18, but the Tariff act of July 20, 
1882, had uced to a minimum all the bene- 
fits which could be derived by the United 
States from the compa This can readily 
be illustrated.. Before the agreement was 
made flour from Spain was subject in Cuba to 
a duty of $2.25 per 100 kilograms when 
shipped under the Spanish fag. American 
gs in Spanish bottoms was liable to a duty 

f $4.69. On American flour in American 
. a duty of $5.51 was paid. The effect 
of the agreement of 1884 was to remove the 
discrimination between American and Span- 
ish bottoms, amoun to 82 cents. 

The margin against American flour was in- 
creased from $2.44 year by year until it is now 
$4.60. Even then the Spanish Government 
was not wholly satisfied with its bargain, for 
last year it inc duties on foreign 
flour until the discrimination now 
amounts to $5.63} per barrel. The same 
methods of p ure have been employed 
to protect all o d merchandise manu- 
factured or — 2 in Spain.

Because Spain and the United States are 
high-tariff countries it does not follow that 
one should have all the advantages of a diplo- 
matic N and the other none whatever. 

Cuba is not to be left out of the 
account. The discriminating tariff may pro- 
tect Spanish farmers, manufacturers, and 
shippers, but it is ruinous to the industrial in- 
terests of the islands.

THE MORTGAGES ARE VALID. 


A Decision that Materially Affects Droughty 
Western Kansas. 

Wa Keener, Kas., Feb. 8.—Judge Osborne of 
the Twenty-third Judicial District has rendered 
a decision which will affect nearly every mort- 
gage claim in Western Kansas, and if sustained 
by the Supreme Court will make thousands of 
dollars for _ inwestors. He has decided 
that a mortgage given on a. United 
States claim before filing final papers is valid. 

Heretofore it has been thought that such mort- 
gage was not valid, and hence when settlers mort- 
gaged their claims to get money to pay out they 
could not be held for the mortgages 
so given. Judge Osborne decides that 
the mortgage is a lien on the place if given by one 
who is about to become, and does become, the un- 
qualified owner. Thousands of loans have been 
negotiated through the East on this basis, and a 
great hue and cry was raised some months ago by 
the noted Sam Wood that no farmer need pay his 
mortgage thus given, and he proposed to destroy 
over $2,000,000 of indebtedness at astroke. This 
decision corrects and séttles that idea, and the 
Eastern investors can feel safer. 

The rate at which Western mortgages are being 
foreclosed is causing much anxiety. The loan 
agents are not placing a dollar, but are taking it 
in as fast as possible, and the result is an over- 
whelming business in thecourts. They havemore 
foreciosure cases than ever before, and the dockets 
are crowded with 8 more. Soon the East 
will own nearly all Western Kansas in fee simple. 

{But what good will these forfeited farms be to 
the creditors? So much drought—lack of rainfall 
—exists there that nobody can make a living on 
them, let alone pay taxes or interest on borrowed 
money two years out of three. The foreclosure 
mortgagees have got elephants on their hands. 
Their money is gone and their land is practically 
worthless. }
